At 10 2. m. on the 17th of July, within 
hours of the spotting of the object over 
Puenos Aires, a group of six people who 
were walking on a beach near Colonig, 
L cugugy, saw a cigar-shaped object over 
tne Rio Plata. The Rio Plata is a 23-mile 


wice river that separates Argentina and 
Liruguay, 


One of the six observers was Jose Al- 
varez Larrauma, 17, of Colonia. He and 
his companions reported the object to 
solice and said it was cigar-shaped, red- 
dish in color and about 10 meters (32 
foat) above the river and not far from 
the beach. Larrauma said it moved up- 
ward when he ran toward it and left a 
trail of white vapor similar to a jet 
trail. The other five people, two of whom 
were adults, confirmed Larrauma’s re 
port and deseription of the object.

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ARGENTINE NAVY 
DISCLOSES IMPORTANT 

An official Argentine Navy UFO report, labeled one of the most 
important Argentine UFO cases, has been released to NICAP in 
accordance with an agreement to exchange UFO information, 

This combined visual and E-M (electromagnetic) interference 
incldent e@eccurred late in 1963, involving the Navy transport 
A.R.A, ‘‘Punta Medanos,’’ 

During the ment of Nov, 12, 1963,-says-the official report, 
“A large airship fnever identified] was sighted from the stern 
of the vessel, The huge UFO was round-shaped, and it was mov- 
ing at great speed. [t displayed no lights and made no sound. 

As the unknown machine appeared, the needles of the ship's 
magnetic compasses ‘‘sucddenly and simultaneously’’ swung off 
_. course, pointing toward the UFO, The power which caused this 
E-M interference 13 indicated by the distance involved. At 
the time, the Navy report states, the UFO was 2,000 meters 
(well over a mile) away from the ship. 

After the UFO was gone, and the compassesreturned to normal, 
the transport commander radioed the Commander in Chief of 
the Argentine F.ieet. The Fleet Commander was so concerned 
he ordered a full investigation by the Hydrographic Service. 

Instrument experts found no electric cause for the E-M effect. 
No magnets had been near the compasses, which were separately 
mounted on different decks. The Geologic Division determined 
that the sighting area was magnetically quiet, and also ruled out 
submarines and military and civilian aircraft, leaving the UFO 
as definitely the cause of the E-M interference. 

The official report was sent to NICAP by Lt. Cdr. O.R. Pagani, 
whom the Secretary of the Argentine Navy appointed to investigate 
UFO sightings. Pagani said that the Argentine Naval Hydrographic 
Service will investigate all future E-M cases, and he will send 
detatled reports to NICAP, 

Lt. Cdr. Pagani also forwarded a summary of 1964 UFO cases 
registered with the Argentine Government, adding that fifteen 
1965 reports already are on record with the Navy. NICAP will 
try to report the best cases as soon a3 space permits.

The sky was clear anet bright at about 4 p.m. on 
July 20 mone subject to confirmation), when many 
people li 7 


| ving in the provinces of Antofagasta and 
Atacamain northern Chilesaw a pale blue conical, 
or triangular-shaped UFO. This object, which was | 
huge, and at a great height, later underwent a |; 
series of changes in its apparent shape, until it. 
appeared finally as an elongated tube. When first : 
seen, its colour was predominantly pale blue, but 
it had an orange tip: as the shape changed, so the 
colour changed to a vivid green, with an orange- 
coloured section. The UFO then gave out a 
series of tremendous explosions, and very soon 
afterwards an area of no less than 2,900 square 
kilometres up and down the coast of Chile was 
. devastated by the most fearful hurricane known in 
that country’s history. Thousands were mace 
homeless and the Government declared a state of 
emergency, such as is customary in the case of 
earthquakes. Ten thousand temporary shelters 
had to be provided for the afflicted, and there was | 
much fear and talk in the area, for the people 
believed that the disaster had been caused by the 
strange sky object. | 
We feel nothing but sympathy for the unhappy 
victims of this catastrophe. Maybe there was a 
connection between the natural disaster and the 
sighting of the UFO, and it is not surprising that 
such a conclusion should be arrived at by the 
people in northern Chile. However, if the UFO did 
cause the hurricane, it was not necessarily a 
deliberate act. In Father Felices’s article about the 
giant flying triangle over Valladolid (see FLYING 
SAUCER REVIEW, November/December edition, 
1965) we are told that the area of that particular 
object was calculated as being in the region. of a 
square kilometre—a veritable flying city! E 
The reports indicate that the Antolagasta/ 
Atacama object was of a similar kind, and trom the 
eyewitnesses’ accounts, it is not unreasonable to- 
suggest that it was experiencing extreme mechani-: 
cal troubles which culminated in the vast ex-- 
plosions. If this was so, then it is quite likely that 
immense heat was generated, indicated by the 
intense colour changes; heat so great that it could 
have caused a sudden upward surge, or convection 
of air, which would result in a hurrtcane-force in- 
rush of winds to fill the violently-created depression. 
No accounts have been seen which indicate the 


fate of the UFO. This omission is understandable, 
for who would stand to watch an object in the sky 
when faced by the full destructive force of an 
onrushing hurricane? |

mamect Carlos Videla Zamundio saw a UFO seattle gently down to sarth no more 
tnan 150 yards from the hotel where he was staying overnight, in the sort city 
a? Chanaral, in northern Chils. He was awakened at about 4 aem. by a loud 
nolse cutside his hotal room, and looking out over the casolate beach, he saw 
an odjact shapad like a top, which landed for a period of four or five ainutes, 

The UFO came down vertically from the sky, and seemed to be illuminated 
with a strange light which producad no shadows. It had a diameter of 19 or 12 
yaros, and was a bright red in color. Tha noise diminished while the object 
was om the ground, but oct louder again at the take-off, at which time the UFO 
hovered briefly at an altitude of about 30 yards abovs tha sand, and then dis- 
eppeersd from sight at unoslisvable speed. Apparently thera were no other wit- 
nesses to this most interesting sighting, which was recounted in detail in a 
Suenos Alras newspaper dated July 24th, sent to us by our newly-appointed 
south American Editor. 

The same newspaper tells of saveral less spectacular sightings on the 
night of July 23nd, in zusnaa fires itself, where numerous people sawa rad 
and graen object fly at iow altitude over the city. A faw nights earlier, a 
movia ohotograsher named Marcelo Soria, working for TV Channel 7 in Buenos 
Aicveas, took a movie Pilm of a UFO. Although ha cpened the lens as wide ag he 
could, and filmed for savsral minutes, the imaqe was so faint that it can he 
agen only when the Pilm is sxaminad carefully frame by frame.
